SCANDAL BEARING FRUIT DOCUMENTS

Washington, May 21. — The latest 


developments in the postoffice depart- 
ment investigation were the cancella- 
tion of ,the promotions of over 3,000 
poatofHce clerks throughout the coun- 
try recent^ authorized .by. the depart- 
ment and a formal notice to former 
First Assistant Postmaster General 
Perry S. Heath Of the charges made 
against him by former Cashier S. W. 
Tulloch of the Washington city post- 
office. 


First Assistant Postmaster General 


Wynne reported to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne that the tabulation of the 
clerks in each, grade in postbffices of 
the first class had been completed. 
This work was undertaken in accord- 
ance with the order made by the post- 
master general to rearrange the sal- 
aries of the clerks already classified, 
so that «the number in the several 
'grades shall not exceed the number 
specifically prescribed in the act of 
congress making apportionments for 
the postal service. The former classi- 
fication was made by George W. Bea- 
vers, just prior to his sudden resigna- 
tion as chief of the division of salaries 
and allowances.

Perry Heath a copy of the charges 
filed by Mr. Tulloch. together with a 
letter requesting any suggestion he 
may wish to submit on the subject. It 
Us the first ofltalal communication with 
Mr. Heath during the investigation.

Milwaukee, Wis.,May 21.—Startling 


charges against the representatives of 
Russia in Washington in 1891 were 
made by Dr. Walter Kempster, wno 
was 'appointed a commissioner to in- 
vestigate the conditions of the Jews 
in Russia in that year. 


Dr. Kempster said a report which 


he made as a commissioner appointed 
by the United States government to 
investigate the condition of the Jews 
in Russia at the time of the exodus of 
1891, and ordered printed by congress, 
was. suppressed and all of the govern- 
ment, .edition made away with and de- 
stroyed by the Russian representa- 
tives in Washington. He said that he 
had received letters from senators and 
congressmen asking where they could 
obtain copies of the report, but nei- 
ther he nor they were ever able to 
fathom what had become of the gov- 
ernment edition. 


"The government ordered 10,000 


copies printed, and I ordered 100 for 
private use," said Dr. Kempster. 
"I 


received my 100 copies, but the gov- 
ernment edition disappeared and no 
one to this -day seems to be able to 
tell what became of It. nearned after 
the report was issued that it was sub- 
stantially cabled tb St. Petersburg as 
It had been printed in this country." 


Dr. Kemyster visited Europe after 


the publication of the report, and it 
was printed in London in English. 
German and French, and copies of it 
were sent by registered mall in sep- 
arate packages from the London post' 
offices to the czar, to the heads of 
•neb of the departments of the gov- 
ernment and to the governors of the 
provinces.

RAILWAY TRACKS 


ARE SWEPT AWAY 


A serious situation stares the city of 


Coshocton in the face. In spite of the 
fact that this city is located at the 
confluence , of three rivers, there is a 
serious shortage of water, caused, not 
by a failure of supply, but, it is said 
by competent authority, by inadequate 
piping from the wells to the pump 
station. 


Wednesday night about 8 o'clock, it 


was next to impossible to get water at 
any point in the city. 
Residents of 


"the hill" were not alone in the mis- 
fortune many cases also 
being re- 


ported on Fourth street. 


The same condition will prevail to- 


night, according to the engineers at 
the pump station. . 


A visit to the pump station this 


morning by a representative of The 
Age brought forth the 
information, 


that is perhaps well known, but not 
appreciated that a larger suction pipe 
is sadly needed from the pump sta- 
tion tb the big well in "the forks." 


The big pump at the station has a 


capacity of 2,000^000 gallons of water 
per diem,' making an average 'Of 32 
strokes per minute. 
The water is 


Jxaw-n? from the well through a 12- 
inch suction'pipe, the connection tSt 
the pump, however, being for an 18- 
inch pipe. The result is that the 12- 
inch pipe Is not large enough to de- 
liver the water that the pump 
is 


capable of drawing, and in conse- 
quence it is possible only to work the 
pump at 18 strokes instead of 32. 


The drain by consumers is greater 


than the supply. 


The system in vogue Is what is 


known as the direct system, the water 
being forced throu'gb the mains, and 
only the overflow going to the reser- 
voir on the nill-top back of the city, 
where 220,000 gallons may be stored. 
This gives a constant supply of fresh, 
pure water. 


The consumption, and the waste, 


has been so great, that not only, all 
the water from the reservoir has been 
used, but. all that the pumps could 
draw through the 12-inch pipe from 
the well. 


Sunday the reservoir was full. Wed- 


nesday night it was empty. Today' 
there Is about six feet of water in it 
It takes, 23 feet to fill it. It will be 
empty again tonight, say the engi- 
neers.

Reaching the Union Pacific track the 
water swept over It and carried away 
about 100 feet of the embankment

S. S 
Knabenshue of Toledo, in 


speaking on "The Press 
of Ohio,' 


gave great compliment to the pioneer 
editors who molded public opinion In 
the days when a guiding hand was 
needed, and hop» and encouragement 
necessary to stem the tide of despair 
that came in the flood of disappoint- 
ments and trials in the life of the pio- 
neer. Mr. Knabenshue spoke of the 
great advancement made in the print- 
ing trade* and the increased mail fa- 
cilities, which in pioneer days proved 
serious obstacle* to success. 


"The first newspaper within the 


boundaries of the state of Ohio," said 
Mr. Knabenshue, "was set up at Cincin- 
nati, within four years after the first 
eettlement This was the Sentinel.of 
the Northwestern Territory, first is- 
sued November 9, 1793, by William 
Maxwell, postmaster of Cincinnati 
It 


was printed on a half sheet, 10 by 13 
Inches in size, and hence resembled a 
handbill. 
In those days newspapers 


were very partial to mottoes, and the 
Centinel displayed this: "Open to all 
parties—influenced by none." In 17»t» 
Edward Freeman bought the paper, 
changed the name to Freeman's Jour- 
nal, published it until the beginning of 
1800, 
when he removed to Chilllcothe. 


It would appear that he continued the 
publication there, for in the records of 
the territorial court at Chillicothe Is

publishing industry, the libraries, col- 
leges and bibliographies, that, in liter- 
ary activity, Cincinnati holds the lead. 
Cleveland, of course, ranks next In or- 
der ,and Columbus third. Other cen- 
ters of culture in which the vocation 
of quill-driving has flourished, or is 
now in the flowering or fruiting sea-

and Springfield. In the oldest burg of

ber of sermons, addresses and maga- 
zine articles by local clergymen and 
professors. Dayton, Sandusky, Akron, 
Norwalk. Steubenville, Ashtabula, and 
a dozen other places 
within Ohio's 


borders, have each 
produced their 


quota of men and women who write. 
Almost every village in the state has 
Its library, its literary society, its 
newspaper, and can point with pride 
to its risen or rising stars in the 
heaven of magazine fame. The state 
of Ohio has become a vital member of 
the national republic of letters. Her 
authors are not merely Ohio men and 
women, they are American men and 
women."

The great stride* taken by the state 


In the education of her youth through 
the public schools, and the high stand- 
ard of efficiency obtained was °dls- 
closed in the address of Hon. Lewis 
D. Bonebrake, state school 
commis- 


sioner, of Columbus, speaking OB 
"The Public Schools of Ohio." 
He 


referred to the development of the 
free school, from the few weeks' term 
in the log school bouse to the present 
system, with the advantages scarcely 
dreamed of a hundred years ago. The 
present system in Ohio compares fa- 
vorably with those of other states; 
and the advancement of the common- 
wealth In free education has been in 
keeping with the progress made In 
other lines. 


President W. O. Thompson of the 


Ohio 
State 
university, Columbus, 


spoke on "Tne Universities of Ohio." 
Mr. Thompson dwelt on the early his- 
tory of the pioneer universities at 
some length, and the trials and tribu- 
lations that beset those who estab- 
lished the universities in what was 
then the great west. The_history of 
the pioneer collegs of Oberlin, Gam- 
bier, Marietta and others was much 
like the history of the pioneer's ^e, a 
hard and continuing struggle against 
heavy odds, in which the college, like 
the individual, finally won on its mer- 
its. 


Many of the graduates of these pio- 


neer colleges 
found their way into 


public life, and rose to exalted posi- 
tions In various callings. 


The generosity of the state and the 


progress made in the direction, care 
and management of the unfortunates 
who become state charges was shown 
in the speech of General Roeliff Brink- 
erhoff of Mansfield, on the 
subject, 


"The Achievement of Ohio in the Care 
of Her Unfortunates " Gqneral Brink- 
erhoff, who Is recognized in Europe 
&s the leading exponent ot pnson re- 
forms in America, asserted that Ohio 
was the first state or country In the 
world that deliberately took the posi- 
tion that any citizen bereft ol reason 
became the child of the state and was j 
entitled to the best of--care absolutely 
free of cost to -the-jecipient. In many 
other matters in the care of unfortu- 
nates Ohio leads 


Mrs. J. R. Hopley of Bucyrus, in 


speaking of "The Part Taken by 
Women in the Development of Ohio," 
said that the women of Ohio must 
trace their type to that state under 
whose Ideals they have become what 
they are—to Massachusetts; and es- 
pecially to the first Puritan women 
who set .foot upon her shores, for their 
Ideals have persisted here, more or 
less distinct, surrounded but not as 
yet submerged by many other types. 
Ohio women never were and are not 
•now "-conspicuous." To be conspicu- 
ous has never been thought by them 
desirable.

Be Three Hundred.

Radnor, Ind., has a remarkable case 


of scientific and human Interest In the 
person of Clyde Harner, aged twenty* 
five years, wbo, eminent physicians 
say, will live to be 300 years old, says 
a dispatch from - Delphi, Ind., to the 
New York Herald. 


Dr. O. C. Campbell, one of Indiana's 


best known medical men, Inaists that 
Harner, wbo is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Harner, will live to this 
extraordinary age owing to the pecul- 
iarities in his life and his slow but 
sure development 


Clyde Harner. though twenty-five 


years old, does not look older than a 
boy of four or flve, is thirty-six inches 
high and weighs twit thirty-five pounds. 
At his birth Clyde weighed ten pounds 
and was different in no way from oth- 
er children. He grew and progressed 
rapidly and in a normal way until he 
was flve years old, when his develop- 
ment, both mental and physical, was 
suddenly and mysteriously arrested. 


He looks to be a young boy and in 


every respect, save age, is a young boy. 
He is developing in every particular, 
but at only one-sixth the natural rate. 
He eats but three meals per week, 
sleeps twenty-four hours and plays 
twenty-four hours, nor have his habits 
in this respect varied in nineteen 
years. 


As the years go by they have only 


one-sixth the usual effect upon this re- 
markable man, and this fact has been 
so aparent that it attracted the atten- 
tion of Dr. Campbell about a year ago 
and caused him to finally announce 
that the little man would live 300 
years. 


The statement seems strikingly pre- 


posterous, yet when the learned doc- 
tor's line of argument Is considered 
there is made apparent a strange fea- 
sibility about it that attracts the notice 
of the most conservative medical au- 
thorities. 


"The boy will live to be 300 years 


old just as sure as I have lived to be 
sixty," said Dr. Campbell. "Have you 
ever noticed," he continued, "that some 
men are old at fifty years, while others 
are young at seventy? I attach the 
greatest importance to the variance of 
time at which different men become 
'aged.' 


"That some men become sear and old 


at what is commonly called a prema- 
ture time because of dissipation is a 
theory almost universally accepted, yet 
it is all wrong. While debauchery may 
in a small degree hasten gray hairs and 
a bent form, it does not of Itself pro- 
duce that condition. 


"Longevity depends upon a physio- 


logical condition of the person in in* 
fancy. This is a fact I have myself 
discovered. 
The seed of vitality Is 


planted at an early time and is always 
unimpaired through life by any other 
element. The different degrees of vi- 
tality in different men cause a vast dif- 
ference in the length of time they will 
exist on earth. 


"Now. 
if one man can be old at fifty 


while another can be young at seventy, 
why cannot the variance be phenome- 
nally made so creat that Clyde Harner 
«.t?300 years will bo old while some one 
will be yo'ing at seventy? Years are 
piling up on that remarkable boy; but 
us you sec, he is not getting old. The 
chemical change of each cell in his 
whole anatomy is deferred and pro- 
gresses one-sixth as fast as th.it of an 
ordinary person. 


"Why 
will he not. then, last sis times 


as long as an ordinary person? He in 
not wasting away. He is growing, 
•lowly, but stirely. 
Sii 'year* to 


him are the same in effect as one year 
to you. 
Three' hundred to him- would 


be fifty to you. It Is scientific, though 
amazing. "'This boy's career will startle 
the world." 


^JHere are other prominent physicians 


who.hold the same view'as Dr. Camp- 
bell and are just as enthusiastic in 
making the announcement of what they 
regard as,n new and startling discov- 
ery in life'history. 
„ Clyde's parents' have received nu- 
merous offers, 'from circus managers, 
but they" refuse to place, him on exhibi- 
tion. He has never been more than a 
mile from his Radnor home. At the 
present time Clyde is learning his A 
B C*s and can count up to ten. Whea 
beta 200 or 300 years old, he will be an 
uaasaally bright young man, and Dr. 
<X C. Campbell, though probably then 
forgotten for awhile, will be resurrect- 
ed to fame.
